At bat 
time, beyond 


question, the several committees will 
have many reports to lay before the 
convention and prompt work! must 
be made of their recommendations-. 


When adjournment was taken to- 


day the convention- was discussing 
the amendment proposed by George 
F Morris of Lisbon, increasing the 
powers and; tie jurisdiction of police 
courts. As the matter now stands, 
police courts cannot go above the ten" 
dollar limit in flues- 


Joseph H Wight of Berlin, inter- 


rupted Mr. Morns with a motion to 
adjourn. It was not in orider, Mr. Mor" 
ria having the floor, but the Lisbon 
man gave way for an explanation by 
Mr. Wight, wfio then said that dele- 
gates from the north were very anx- 
ious to get away on the noon train 
and quite anxious, too, to tales part 
in a discussion of Mr. Morris' amend- 
ment. On that account Mr. Morris 
saidi that he would agree to the ad- 
journment. 


Col. 
George C. Gilmors of ward 4 


Manchester, asked why the north 
country folks could 
not 
be given 


"leave of absence," and, that being 
granted, why the convention -couldn't 
go right ahead with its business. It 
was apparent, he said, that a quorum 
would be left.

Mr. Wight's mo- 
tion to adjourn was defeated on a 
viva voce vote and a division was 
asked for. When it came to the divi- 
sion there was a breaking up, and on- 
ly a handful stood up to vote "no" 
and1 the convention adjourned. 


The committee on legislative de- 


partment reported the Morris amend" 
ment this morning in a new draft the 
alterations being apparently 
minor. 


The article in question isi 77, of part 
two of the constitution, and the sec- 
tion as the Morris resolution would 
amend it is herewith printed in full: 


"The general court is empowered 


to give to justices of the peace juris- 
diction- in civil 
causes, 
when 
the 


damages demanded shall not exceed 
one hundred dollars and title of real 
estate is not 
concerned, but with 


right of appeal to either 
party to 


some other court. And the general 
court is further empowered to give 
to police courts original jurisdictlt^ 
to try and' determine, subject to the 
respondent's right of appeal and trial 
by jury, criminal cases wherein the 


punishment is less 
than 
imprison- | 


ment in ihe .state prison."

eral law couldi have been made appli- 
cable in any case is hereby declared 
^ judicial question, and as such shall 
be judicially determined without re- 
gard to any legislative assertion on 
that subject. .Nor shall the general 
court, indirectly enact such special 
or local law by the partial repeal of 
\ general law; but laws repealing lo- 
:al or special acts may be passed."

Beautiful little Pegli is a suburb of 


Genoa, reached by train from that citj 
in a few minutc-s. The English have 
long known Pegli as a quiet old fash- 
ioned winter resort, \fhere the tempera- 
ture for the months of Dec-ember, Janu- 
ary, February and March averages 50 
degrees. For the Yen son that It pos- 
sesses so unobstructed a view of the 
Mediterranean to the westward its in- 
habitants claim that it enjoys an houi 
more of daily sunshine than some of 
the other Riviera resorts. There are no 
mountains or shore obstructions for tht 
sun to sink behind early in the after 
noon. 


For centuries probably the Italian* 


have looked on Pegll as a summer sen 
bathing place, and It tits this. descrip- 
tion, too, for even in hot weather tht 
waters of the blue aud purple Mediter 
raiiean are of bracing coolness because 
Pegli Is so far north as to latitude 
How far north jt is difficult for Amerl 
cans to realize when they come here li 
midwinter from Boston and Xew Yorl, 
and take sun but las with the tborn^ine- 
ter sometimes at 70. The actual fact is 
that Pegli, the half tropical winter re 
sort, is latitudinally 150 miles north oi 
Boston and only about forty mile1- 
sputh of Halifax, Nova Scotia. If tht 
American Atlantic coast had such n cli 
mate aa that nature gave to the coasi 
of western Em-ope, it would be tin 
,paradise of earth, with Its clear sun 
Shine and ocean purified air. Our Pa 
clfie coast is more like the shores of thi 
Mediterranean. 


All the Tvorld travels now. A new 


migration of nations has set ifl, not now 
to seek relief from overcrowded condi- 
tions or from love of adventure. There 
are no more adventures. Present daj 
people travel through sheer icbtlesf 
love of novelty or from the even tamer 
motive of getting into a place where 
they are comfortable In body—trarm \r. 
winter, cool in summer. 


The migratory clans that desire tc 


be warm In winter are already gather 
lug at little Pegli, and numerous Aruer 
leans are among them. Professor Lc- 
dochowskl, the meteorologist of Vien 
na, says the coming -winter will be the 
coldest in, fifty yeais, with snowstorms 
and violent -winds.

Cars To Be Run From Dover To York 


Village In Forty-Five Minutes. 


The rapid progress' that is being 


made in the building of the Dover and 
York electric railroad sets at 
rest 


any doubts as to the completion and 
operation of the line early next sea- 
son. 


One of the things1 that has not yet 


been decided is, the location of the 
company's new power 
plant, 
but 


among the officials' the question is 
now being agitated, and from all that 
can be learned at the present time the 
opinion seems mostly favorable 
to 


York Corner. According to the ideas 
of/ General 
Manager 
Meloon 
afti 


others this seems to be the only prop' 
cr place for it as the power distrlbu 
tlon from this point -will be better 
adapted for the entire system than 
any other location. 


Mr. Meloon is 
now 
engaged 
in 


working out a schedule of time for 
the new road which ho thlnfca will be 
wholly practical and fit In imost ad 
tnfrably with the half hour summer 
service on tho P. K. and Y. This sched 
ule makes tho running time of cars 
from York Village to Central square 
In Dover Juat 45 minutes. To attain 
thla he allows* certain rates of spe'oi 
In different localities, the highest o 
which Is 22 miles an hour on croa 
country cuts. On highway* and 
in 


more frequented places the speed al- 
lowance is cut as low as six miles 
in hour. 


The route- from York Corner to 


Dover lies almost in a straight line, 


the actual distance from York 


Village to Central square in Dover is 
only thirteen miles. Unless one takes 
a map and follows ihe line of the pro" 


sed road he can hardy 
conceive 


that the distance :s so short when the 
electric road to Portsmouth, a much 
near * point, is fully as 
long. 
But 


t must be remambered that the elec- 
.ric road to Pomouth follows, an ex- 
tremely circuitous route, while that 
o Dover would 
be almost 
in 
a 


straight line. 


With an excellent road bed, fine 


rolling stock and plenty 
of power, 


things already assured, it is not im- 
posible the 45 minute schedule may- 
be bettered. It probably will be in 
ime, .but even on this basis the great 
idvantage to be gained by York and 
Eliot people is most apparent and 
vill ba easily availed. 


General Manager Meloon believes 


that a direct route to York Beach for 
ha Dover line will be essentially tie 
uost practicable, although he doubts 
f the. arrangement can be effected be- 
ore next season as the work already 
aid out to connect with, the P. K. and

Wants American Meditation. 


Washington, Dec. 12.—A cablegram 


received! at the stale department to- 
day from Minister Bowen at Caracas, 
says that the-Venezuelau government 
has requested him to propose to 
Great Britain and Germany that the 
differences arising out of the claims 
for alleged' damages and injuries to 
British and German subjects during 
the civil war be submitted to arbi- 
tration. 


In conformity with the understand- 


ing already reached with the repre- 
sentatives of the British and1 Ger- 
man governments liere, this proposi- 
tion from President Castro will be 
duly laid before those governments, 
the state department acting merely 
as a -channel of communication.. Not 
much hope is entertained of tha fav- 
orable reception of the proposition, 
for it Is felt that the difficulty has 
progressed too far for a settlement 
by the peaceful method of arbitra- 
tion. 


•The reprisals raada by the Vene- 


zuelans for the destruction of their 
navy, in the seizure of British ships 
and the arrest of German and Brit- 
ish subjects, have practically turned 
the! relations, between the countries 
iffto those of real 
war, 
although 


technically the principals prefer 
to 


designate it as something less. 


In doing so Great Britain and Ger- 


many are simply following the course 
taken during the war with 
China.

and wheat $1.30 per bushel, red flan- 
iiol 88 cents per yard, oil $1 per gallon.

According to Le Sport, a journal pub- 


lished in Paris which is the recognized 
authority in France on all matters per- 
taining to the turf, the French Jockey 
club acted on suspicion more than on 
real evidence when it ordered the sus 
pension of Jockeys Reiff and Henry. 
This publication states that the club 
takes refuge behind the question o. 
privilege. The club holds that it has 
authority to forbid any person who 
does not meet with its favor from ap 
pearing on the grounds of the jockej 
clubs in that country- This may bo 
considered the correct thing in France, 
and, indeed, there is no question but 
what Ihc club has tho right to refuse 
the privileges of the club to all whom 
It considers will be in any way detri 
mental to its interests, but the barring 
of tbe American jockeys is a serious 
tiling and should be based upon some 
thing more than suspicion. 


If the French Jockey club docs not 


wish to have the American jockeys 
fide on its tracks, well and good. But, 
If it is allowable^ then the Jockey club 
In this country will have to abrogate 
Hie agreement by which it recognizes 
the suspensions made by the French 
l-Iub. 


Up to the time of their expulsion 


from the French Inrf the two Amor- 
lean Jockeys in question had enjoyed 
Iho best of reputations so far as their 
honesty was concerned, and they were 
also considered among the leading 
jockeys in the world.
